Lt. Col. L. D. M. Baxter, O.B.E., 
W.D., of Winnipeg, Dominion Pre¬ 
sident of the Canadian Legion, B. 
E.S.L., announced the opening of 
a nation-wide campaign to urge 
the public to do its part in preser¬ 
ving democracy by voting on June 
27th. 

The Legion calls its campaign 
“Operation Vote” and operational 
orders have gone out to all of its 
2000 branches in Canada, urging 
them to muster their forces for 
nn all-out offensive against the 
enemies of democracy—Apathy and 
Indifference. 

Col. Baxter pointed out that the 
Legion's membership was com¬ 
posed of men and women who had 
faced the enemies of freedom in 
time of war and helped to pre¬ 
serve our democratic way of life, 
lie said ’ that, in sponsoring the 
present campaign, the Legion is 
endeavoring to alert the Canadian 
public against the -dangers facing 
a nation whose citizens become in¬ 
different to their democratic re-

Girl In Hospital Following 
Accident Near Lake McGregor 


Injured When 
Car Drops Into 
Unbridged Gully 

One Okotoks resident was badiy 
hurt and three others received 
minor cuts and bruises when the 
car in which they were travelling 
plunged into an unbridged gully 
near Lake McGregor at about 
11:30 a.m., Sunday June 5. 

Miss Betty Stewart, 18, was tak¬ 
en first to the Vulcan hospital and 
then to High River for treatment 
-of severe facial lacerations and 
shock. The driver of the car, Rob¬ 
ert Gerlitz, 19, and two other pas¬ 
sengers, Alice Cavapaugh 
Norman -Gould, did not require 
hospitalization. 

The young people had been fish¬ 
ing at the south end of the lake 
and were driving along an adjacent 
road when they came to a spot 
where a bridge fiad been complet- 
ly washed out, leaving a gully 
about ten feet Jeep and 15 feet 
wide. The washout was not noticed 
in time to bring the car to a stop 
and it went over the edge, landing 
in an upright position at the bot¬ 
tom. Miss Stewart, who was a 
passenger in the front seat, was 
thrown through the windslyeld and 
knocked unconscious. The others 
ran to a nearby farmhouse for 
help and Miss Stewart was rushed 
to the Vulcnn hospital and later 
to High River. 

The accident occurred about 20 
miles east of Vulcan, where a 
bridge was washed out last year. 
District residents knew of the de¬ 
tour, but is is understood there 
were no warning signs or road 
blocks to prevent the road being 
used.

were built by 1914. Today they are 
used exclusively as residences, but 
are quite inadequate' for the needs 
of the present student body even 
with the help of the facilities pro¬ 
vided for men by St. Stephen's 
CoUege of the United Church, and 
St. Joseph’s College of the Christ¬ 
ian Brothers. 

, By 1922 the University had built 
or acquired the Arts Building, the 
Engineering Laboratories, the 
Medical Building and clinical fac¬ 
ilities n tlie University Hospital 
(under separate administration by 
the Government). 

Very little building was done 
for about a quarter of a century 
except small buildings such as the 
cafeteria, the infirmary and the 
Press Building which came as a 
result of the presence of service 
men on the campus during th rr 
war. -When the veterans camy to 
the campus in 1946 and 1946 it 
erect a large number of tempora- 
ary huts acquired from the Can¬ 
adian and American armed serv¬ 
ices. Long-range plans were also 
laid anti lately new wings have 
been completed on the Medical 
Building, the Rutherford Library 
is under construction, and there 
will soon be a Students’ Union 
Building, a Provincial Laboratory 
of Public Health, and a Biological 
Science Building. 

In the central part of the cam¬ 
pus are the new Mewburn Pavil¬ 
ion for veterans the Nurses’ Res¬ 
ilience, and the University hospital 
on which a large extension has 
already been begun. Farther south 
still is the Education Building— 
formerly the Edmonton Normal 
School. In this area too, steel has 
already been erected for the new 
Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium 
for T.B. patients. 

With all these buildings it would 
seem that qver-crowding was im¬ 
possible, but every bit of space 
is utilized. Next week's article will 
deal with some of the work done 
by one Department—that of Min¬ 
ing Engineering. 


.Academic Organisation and

Classics, English, Fine Arts, 
Geology, History, Mathamatics. 
Modern Languages, Philosophy and 
Psychology, Phpsics, Political. Ec¬ 
onomy, and Zoology. Nearly all 
other Schools and Faculties draw 
on Arts and Science for the train¬ 
ing of their students in some de¬ 
gree. 

The Faculty of Agriculture 
comprises the Departments of Ag¬ 
ricultural Engineering, Animal 
Science, .Dairying, Entomology, 
Plant Science and Soils.

STOP CRISAM CHEQUE LOSSES: 

Recently we had ‘a visit Iron 
Mr, Knut Anderson. Dairy Inspect¬ 
or for Southern Alberta, who is 
Interested in helping milk shippers 
get all the profits they can out of 
their milk cows. He. gave us the 
following hints for reducing losses, 
which cream shipi>ers will apprec¬ 
iate. 

"Largely responsible for com¬ 
plaints about price decline was the 
fact that cream is marketed twice 
a week and producers were con¬ 
stantly reminded of the lower price. 
With the guaranteed floor 
price for first grade creamery but¬ 
ter effective for another year, no 
further price declines are likely 
for top-grades of cream until the 
end of March, 1950. Thef floor price 
is 58c per pound basis Ontario and 
Quebec. 

Authorities^ warn however, that 
second and off-grade cream is a 
drug on the market and will re¬ 
ceive very poor prices. Since con¬ 
sumers prefer butter substitutes to 
the poorer grades of butter, it is 
almost impossible to market sec¬ 
ond and third grade butter. The 
prices for second and off-grade 
cream have reflected this lack of 
interest and ihe result is that some 
creameries are now paying 24c less 
for No. 2 than for Special grade, 
and off-grade shows a differential 
of 31c. 

Why lose $5.00 to $6.00 on a 
can of cream, asks the authorities, 
when by following, a few simple 
suggestions Special'”grade can be 
marketed and top prices obtained ? 
The procedure suggested by the 
authorities is as follows: 

1. Milk only dean healthy cows 
in a clean atmosphere. 

2. Keep oov.s oat of. weed in¬ 
fested fields or allow 3 to 4 hours 
on a clean pasture before milking 

3. Use only well tinned utensils 
free from rust and open seams. 

4. Wash and sterilize all utensils 
between' each milking. 

5. Cool cream quickly after sep¬ 
aration. 

6. Keep cream cold (40 degree F. 
or less) while held on the farm. 

7. Separate your cream to test 
about 35% bulterfat. 

8. Ship often, twice a week if 
possible during hot woahter.”

In the Regulations under the 
Dominion Seed Act, dodder, field 
bindweed, hoary cress, leavy spurge 
and Russia knapweed are desig¬ 
nated as Prohibited Noxious weeds. 

Fortunately'these weeds are not 
found in Canada except in very 
restricted areas, says Arthur Dum- 
ais, Associate Chief (Seeds), Plant 
Products Division, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
They constitute such a menace to 
agriculture that every effort is 
made to prevent their distrubut- 
ion. 

Penalties are provided under the 
Sreds Act for selling or advertising 
seed which contains these weed 
seeds. Any seed which is found to

should be left for seed on every 
field where the grass heads out and 
does not appear to be suffering 
from lack of moisture at this time. 
A stand in (his condition is more 
than likely to produce a worth¬ 
while crop of seed. It is important 
that ns much Seed as possible is 
produced since the demand is 
great and the- supply very limited. 
The cost of seed was extremely 
high, last year and many farmers

hesitated to plant grass because 


of the high initial outlay. Even if 


the price of seed dropped to one^ 
half of what it is today, it would 
still he profitbale to harvest a 
stand yielding ns low ns 50 pounds 
per acre. A yield of 200 to 300 _lbs. 
per acre is common and yields as 
high as 1000 pounds per acre have 
been obtained, says D. H. Hein¬ 
richs. Dominion Experimental 
Station, Swift Current. Sask. 

To obtain as much seed as pos¬ 
sible. it is important that the grass 
be cut at the right stage and pro¬ 
per harvesting methods be em¬ 
ployed to avoid waste. The best 
methods of harvesting are: 

1. Swathing and combining three 
to four days later.' 

2. Cutting with binder and 
threshing with threshing machine. 

Crested wheatgrass should be 
cut when the heads are brown 
wijth a greenish tinge. Only the 
most mature heads should op- 
proach a brittle condition. Power 
take off swat hers and binders have 
given best results. When such 
machines are used, the rate of 
trawl may be decreased while a 
high sickle speed is maintained. 
This makes sure'of a clean cutting 
job if'the sickles are sharp. 

Straight'combining is not gen¬ 
erally recommended bechuse the 
best seed is lost through shattering 
However, for thin stands where 
scathing or cutting with the bind¬ 
er is not feasible, this method of 
harvesting may be used to advant- 
tage. Even if most of the, seed is 
ripe there will be considerable 
green material and the seed must 
be spread on the floor of a gran¬ 
ary to dry before it is cleaned and 
stored, in order to prevent heat¬ 
ing. 

Threshing grasses is more dif¬ 
ficult thnn threshing most other 
crops, nnd tb> following suggest- 
lions may :>e helpful: 

1. Rub. bnr cylinder rombiftes arc 
the host, ns they dd not break the 
straw- up as much as tooth cylind¬ 
ers. The cylinder nnd concaves 
should bo fairly far apart. When 
a tooth cylinder threshing machine 
is used, half ,l)ie concaves should 
be removed. 

2. Run machines below normal
